Tacked to the front door was a 
notico which said that it had been 
closed by order of the Pennsylvania 
banking department, and G. H. Getty» 
bank examiner, had been appointed 
temporary receiver. 


It was known in tho financial dia 
trict that the bank had boon unable 
to weather tho stonns it has eucount 
ered sinco the failure of Jamc3 - S 
Kuhn and W. S. Iviihn,* said to have 
been identified with tho bank in 1913. 
A rixi at that time continued several 
days, but strong interests went o its 
assistance, and the doors were not 
closed. 


RccentJly, it became known that the 
banking department was playing par 
ticular attention to the bank, and an 
effort was being made to interest per* 
sons who hitherto had not been iden* 
tilled with the institution.

holders surrendered

holdings 
and it was understood a month age 
that the situation was much improved 
The announcement came as a distinct 
shock. 


The Pittsburgh Bank for Saving? 
was chartered in 1862 with a capita* 
stock of $300,000. 
In 1901, it absorb 
ed the Real Estato Savings bank, and 
in 1908, the capitalization was inorcas 
ed to $600,000 by a stock dividend 
from surplus. 


Depositors 
of 
tho bank include* 
many persons with savings accounts 
although the institution did a genera* 
business. 
Deposits on September 15 
1915, were $10,945,713, according to 
the report made to the banking com 
missioner. 
On 
the 
same date, the 
surplus was reported at $403,514..

75,000 
depositors,

whom fully 30,000 lived in other parts 
of the country,

ited in British Capital, With- 


out Expression of Emotion. 


Every American visitor to London, 


probably, makes" a call at the three- 
storied building opposite the Horse 
Guard, the former banqueting hall of 
the palace of Whitehall, from a win- 
dow on tbe second floor of which 
Kfng Charles I stepped onto the exe- 
cution platform and, after addressing 
the gathered throng, bravely met his 
tragic 
fate, 
remaaks the 
London 


Times. 


The building is'now called the Royal 


United Service Museum, and in the 
main hall, contrasting strangely with 
the richly figured ceilings by Peter 
Paul Rubens, are thousands of relics 
recalling the almost numberless wars 
in which the manhood of this country 
has engaged. 


Yesterday 
the 
writer 
followed 


through the turnstile of the museum 
two French infantry soldiers on leave 
from the front, fresh from months of 
fighting, side by side with Tommy 
Atkins, against a common foe. In the 
great hall, in enormousv show cases, 
are models setting out the exact posi- 
tions at the battles of Trafalgar and 
Waterloo, those historic combats on 
land and on sea which did so much to 
mar the fortunes of Napoleon and to 
shatter the predominant position of 
France. 


In one case, little patches of make 


believe smoke trace the two lines, the 
allies and the French, while clusters 
of tiny red brick houses mark the po- 
sitions of villages of Belgium familiar 
even to every follower of the present 
world struggle. 


In the second case the fleet cf Nel- 


son is shown at the critical moment 
when, led by the Victory and the 
Fighting Temerajre, it pierced the 
lines of the French and Spanish fleets. 
Indeed, it seemed to the writer as he 
hung over the showcases and studied 
the positions, that Nelson used the 
"phalanx" as effectively as did Von 
Mackensen in Galicia, and as French 
and Joilre are trying to do in France 
and Belgium now. 


But, beside these two cases, there 


are more immediate • links with the 
French and English past. Nearby is 
the skeleton of Napoleon's favorite 
charger. In another case is the curved 
sword worn by Wellington at most of 
his famous engagements. Many are 
the relics of the peninsula campaign. 


Here is the uniform, cape and hat 


worn by Wellington during the whole 
peninsula campaign, and "deposited" 
in the museum by his valet. On every 
side are guns taken from the French, 
while overhead are battle flags bear- 
ing the scars of honorable warfare.

curved aft below the water. The bows 
of the older boats curved forward be 
low the water, so that they former! 
rams, whicL were formidable weapons 
They are obsolete now because the 
high pow<"- of the modern naval guns 
makes it impossible for war vessels to 
come close enough together to ram 
each other. 


The armature of the California is 


thicker than that of any other boat in 
the world. She will have a speed of 21 
knots an hour and Cdu carry 1056 
men. 
The cost of the boat alone is 


$7.000.000, but her equipment of guns 
and ammunition will increase the 
value to $15,000,000. 


Game-Raising Farm. 


From the first game farm in Minne- 


sota tables of epicures will be sup 
plied with pheasants and mallard 
ducks within two years and possibly 
within one year, if present hopes are 
realized. 


"We will raise ruffed grouse, prai 


rie chickens, pheasants and ducks on 
the farm," said superintendent of the 
Game Protective league.

come close enough together to ram 
each other. 


The armature of the California is 
thicker than that of any other boat in 
the world. She will have a speed of 21 
knots an hour and can carry 1056 
men. 
The cost of the boat alono is 
$7,000,000, but her equipment of guns 
and 
ammunition 
will increase the 
value to $15,000,000. 


Game-Raising Farm. 


From tho first game farm in Minne­ 
sota tables of epicures will be sup­ 
plied 
with 
pheasants and 
mallard 
ducks within two years and possibly 
within one year, if present hopes are 
realized. 


“Wo will raise ruffed grouse, prai­ 
rie- chickens, pheasants and ducks on 
the farm,” said superintendent of the 
Game Protective league. “This is only 
a starter on the ‘more game move­ 
ment. 
More than a hundred citizens, 
most of them farmers, will begin game 
breeding next, spring both for sporting 
purposes and for the market. 


“Every game bird raised and sold 
in 
captivity helps 
to 
protect the 
state’s supply of wild game, and if 
my plans work out Minnesota will 
within a few years be the greatest 
game-producing state in Ure Union.”

Mr. Codori 
has been ia various parts of the United 
States, latety being in business in Oregon, 
which he claims as his home. 


None of the man's brothers and sisters 


are living. They were: the late Mrs. John 
Chrismer, of Bonneauville, tue late Mrs. 
Joseph Martin, of Gettysburg, and one 
other. Mr. Codori was a member of the 
165th Penn'a. Regt, and served in the 
Civil War. It was during the period of, 
or immediately following, the rebellion 
that he left Gettysburg. His wife and four 
children lived there for many years, but in 
the kst ten years had moved away. His 
wife, Mrs. Susan Codori, is at present liv- 
ing in Philadelphia and there are four chil- 
dren, one of whom is a presperous mer- 
chant in Los Angeles; Cal. His wife was 
of the same belief as the other members of 
the family, that he had died. His war re- 
cord entitles him to a pension but during 
these years he has not received a cent of 
this. 
Man With $100 Dead in Barn 
James Casey, a foreman at the plant of 


the Thomasville Lime company, was found 
dead in a barn at Roherstown, Lancaster 
county. Casey, according to officials of 
the Thomasville plant 
left that place 


about the middle of last week. He told 
friends that he was going to New Jersey, 
where it is known that he had purchased 
a place ia an old people's home for $500. 
Before leaving he said that he was going 
to take another S150 to the home. This 
money he had with him on leaving his 
home. On Wednesday night n man, giving 
his nam as Cassidy, stopped a.t the Colum- 
bia police station over night. In the morn- 
ing he told Chief Campbell he was going 
to the St. Joseph's hospital, Lancaster. 
He went to that institution, but on Satur- 
day morning complained, and the attend- 
ants told him, it is said, that he had, better 
go to the county home. He left the insti- 
tution. On Saturday night a stranger ap- 
peared at the Seitz farm and was given 
shelter in the barn. He left a package 
with one of the household Sunday morn- 
ing he was found dead. In the package it 
•was discovered there was $100. Casey 
came to Thomasville from New Jersey 
about 15 years ago, and has been returning 
in the summer, leaving for the winter. He 
is supposed to have two sons and a daugh- 
ter living in New Jersey.

It was an utterly hopeless task for any 
imprisoned for debt ever to expect 
to be released save by pardoning, and 
the sufferings of such prisoners was 
extreme, as they had no charity funds 
to draw upon to mitigate the woes and 
misery., the filth and horror-oj their 
surroundings. 
These unhappy men 


often chose the opening of the new 
year—a time of gladsome hope to the 
world in general—to appeal for aid In 
their utter forlornness, and'1 in the 
newspapers at the "close of the yeamp- 
peals for nelp^printed through the pity 
of the publisher of the news sheet, and 
in early January sometimes humble 
thanks for gifts from generous citi- 
zens. Here Is an advertisement from 
the New York Gazette, January, 1751: 


Thrice happy, whose tender Care 
Relieves the poor Distrest. 
When Troubles compass them around 
The Lord shall give them Rest. 


We. the poor Prisoners confined in the 


Gaol of the City of New York, do take 
this publick Opportunity of "returning our 
most humble and hearty Thanks to our

ger, by sending two Quarters of Beef, one

Stranre New Year Celebration.

Last Wednes 
day morning, Verracha was seen to rise 
from the couch on which he had been 
lying. 
He was .apparently searching 


hia pookets for something when he col- 
lapsed upon the floor and became uncon- 
scious. Mrs. Knokey, who had observed 
the man's actions, placed him on the 
conch again. There he died shortly after. 
Pneumonia, developing after the grip, 
had caused hie death.

in Lehigh county is the skunk farm of 
Solomon Hausman, near Bittner's cor- 
ner, in LoAvlrill township. A vigorous 
man of forty, Mr. Hausman looJis more 
like a successful country doctor than 
a farmer and in addition to being a 
successful agriculturist is a prosperous 
dealer in skins. Ono of his cherished 
possessions is a valuable overcoat 
made of raccoon skins which he him- 
self shot or trapped. 


The growing scarcity of furs and 


their rapid increase in price were Mr. 
Hausman's motives in making the ex- 
periment of a skunk farm, cut out of 
ten acres of his estate. Last year he 
killed sixty skunks for market, but 
this year expects about 400. 


He has been successful in bringing 


them around to the desired color and 
believes that by another year he will 
have 90 per cent of them pure black. 
The blacks are the most valuable, their 
skins at present commanding $3 each, 
while those striped or mixed with 
white are quoted at $1.50 and less. 
. The skunk farm is not a picturesque 
place, consisting chiefly of boles in the 
ground, with boxes here and there for 
houses. There is but one litter a year. 
which runs from eight to ten kittens. 
In December the fur bearers are ready 
for slaughter. 
The skunks must b(- 


fed once a day, and Mr. Hausman has 
discovered that the food they like 
best and on which they thrive best is 
boiled potatoes.

NEW 
CITY 
FOR 
CHINA 


Hankow, Destroyed in Revolution, May 
Be Rebuilt in the Form or a 
Triangular *sland. 


Tho recent agitation regarding the 
proposed rebuilding of that part of 
Hankow, China, destroyed during the 
revolution, has developed into pians 
which may make tho city r trlanguiar 
island, and for thic* an English com 
pany ottered (in July, 1914) to furnish 
i 5U,OUO,UUO at the close of tho war 
then pending. 


Commissioner Yan Tu has drawn up 
a 
comprehensive 
plan 
of improve­ 
ment. One preliminary survey and one 
minute survey havo been made, and all 
preparations for laying out the sites, 
'digging tho new canal and construct 
ing tho river bria^ea are being active 
ly pushed on. 


Tho best part of the city is now a 
strip of land along tho river Yangtze, 
and this has been turnod into conces­ 
sions, so that nothing can bo done in 
regard to it. 


Next in importance is the land be 
tween the river and the old markoi 
place, which is the only area on which 
developments ¿an bo made. 
As the 
lower end of the market place is con 
neeted with the concessions, no exten 
sion can be made on fhat side 


At tho rear is a shallow lake, and 
without great 
effort 
it 
caunot 
be 
turned into a marnet. 


A comprehensive review of tho situ 
ation winch recently appeared in the 
Chinese National Gazette 
has mei 
with widespread approval. 
It says 
“The Btrlp of land behind the couces 
slons and the sito of the lake are ah 
distant from tho river, hence trana 
portation Is dlllicult. 
Chinese com 
merce should extend and expand and 
other undertakings mutt be eflected 


’Those in charge ot the project 
now intend to open a canal, beginning 
at the upper part oi the Han river 
extending along the rear ol tne con 
cessions and joining the Yangtze rivei 
Thus Hankow will be a triunguiat 
island. 


•’On every side of It vessels will 
be able to cast anchor, and the de 
veiopment 
of 
industries 
and 
com 
merco will go forward by leaps anu 
bounds ”

Oyster Cocktail, 
—For each person allow the strained 
juice of half a lemon, one-halt 
a 
teaspoonful of vinegar, threo drops of 
tabasco sauco, one-half teaspoonful of 
freshly-grated 
horseradish, one tea- 
spoonful of tomato catchup: pour ihis 
mixturo over five medium-sized oy­ 
sters. 


Chestnut Stuffing for Turkey*—Shell 
n quart of large, sound chestnuts. Put 
tbem in hot water and boil until the 
skins are softened. Remove skins and 
put the nuts on to boil again and cook 
until soft. 
Take out a few at a timo 
and rub them through a sieve. 
They 
mash more easily when hot. 
S eason 
with one tablespoonful of butter, ono 
teaspoonful of salt, ono teaspoontul 
of grated lomon rind a few dashes of 
popper and n teaspoonful of p ars ey. 
Add one tablospoonfui of grated hum. 
two tablespoonfuls of bread crumha 
and two well beaten eggs 
Do not 
havo tho stuffing too wet or it will be 
unpalatable and heavy. 


Celery Stuffing.—Saute ono table­ 
spoonful of chopped onion In two 
tnblespoonfuls of butter; add ono cup­ 
ful of chopped celery, one cuplui of 
chopped apples; cook for five minutes, 
then add a cupful of soft bread crumbs, 
salt, pepper and grated nutmeg to 
taste, with enough stock to moisten. 


Prune Stuffing.—Stew a half po* nd 
of large prunes without sugar until 
tender. 
Romove the stones and cut 
the pulp in small pieces. Add one anel 
a half cupfuls of boiled rice, one-lmif 
cupful of bread crumbs, one-fourth of 
a teaspoonful of poultry seasonings* 
three-fourths of a teaspoonful of salt 
and a dash of cayenne pepper, 


Potato Stuffing for Fowl,—Chop fine 
the giblets of one chicken, mix ^itb 
a cupful 
of mashed 
potatoes, one 
tablespoonful of butter, one-half cupful 
of sw^cet milk, one cupful of bread 
crumbs, two eggs and salt, pepper 
and sage to tasto.

spring Influenza afflict« man­ 
kind; in the summer, rose fever, and

But with the beginning of the 
year an epidemic of a disease of the 
most virulent sort spreads over the 
civilized world, causing ninety-nine out 
of a hundred of its inhabitants to raise 
their right hands involuntarily and 
swear by all that's holy they will hold 
fast to the straight and narrow path j C\ 
forever and forever. 


The symptoms of the disease are al­ 
ways the same. 
It Is better and more 
generally known than the common 
cold; it is more regular in its appear­ 
ance«' and more persons suffer from it 
than from any other affliction, yet 
physicians 
and 
bacteriologists 
have 
! never found n remedy or Isolated Its 
germ. 
This microbe, once taken into 
the system, can never be eliminated. 
The same victims suffer from it year 
after year, and each year end hundreds 
of thousands of new sufferers join the 
ranks. 


The disease first makes its appear­ 
ance in December. 
A victim beams 
beatlflcnlly around a poker table and

In­

Some of the more serious 
cases even rush off to a notary public 
to record these thoughts in black and 
white and pay said notary $5. 
The 
stupor is attended by either a lapse 
of memory or a distorted mentality. In 
the first case the victim has entirely 
forgotten his attack of the year be­ 
fore; in the second he says, as he has

paid almost every year of his life: “Oh. 
this year It will he different.

This is 
the crisis of the disease; now comas 
the slow recovery. 


So many persons suffer iu this coun­ 
try from the disease that It might al­ 
most be called u national question. Its 
seriousness lies in the effect upon some 
of the largest industries of the coun­ 
try. Manufacturers of expensive fomi- 
nine apparel, cigar stores, hundreds of 
other institutions that give our coun­ 
try its envied reputation of being pro­ 
gressive and enterprising, a land of big 
business and mammoth Industries, are 
lilt and hit ham. 
The fact that in 
most cases the recovery is exceedingly 
rapid Is the only redeeming feature. 
Few of the resolution makers have 
been known to remain in dreamland 
later than noon of Jan. 1. 


Perhaps, one reasons, officials of the 
aflfecced industries have made no effort 
to have the government take measures 
to prevent the spread of this New 
Year’s disease to the younger genera­ 
tion, nnd to try to effect its cure in 
the case of present victims is that 
with recovery comes an increased ad­ 
diction to the articles in question.

Great Excitement Until Metal 


Proves to-Be Iron Pyrites. 


Sharp Fighting In North. 


The French war olfice in Paris gave 
out a noificial report as follows: 


“The day of Jan. 31 was marked, as 
had been Jan. 30, by artillery fighting 
which was particularly spirited in all 
the northern region. 


“To the southeast of Ypres the Gcr* 
mans tried to attack our trenches to 
the north of the canal, but this move* 
ment was immediately checked by tho 
combined lire of our artillery and in* 
fan try. 


“Along the entire Aisne front, from 
the junction of this river with tho 
Oise, as far as Berry-au-Bac, our bat­ 
teries were successful at points in de­ 
molishing trenches in course of con­ 
struction, as well as shelves for ma­ 
chine guns, and in silencing several 
mine throwers as well as certain ar* 
tillery detachments of the enemy. 


“In Champagne, to the northeast of 
Mesnil-Les-Hurlus, we perfected oui 
organization in a little forest which 
we took possession of the day before. 


“Jan. 31 was relatively calm in tho 
Argonne, where the Germans seem 
to have suffered heavily in the recent 
fighting. 


“Tliere is nothing of interest to re­ 
port from the fronts in the Woevre 
district, in Lorraine and in the Vosges 
region.“ 


NEW CHILD LABOR RULE 


State to Bar Those Younger Than 16 
From Tobacco Factories. 


All certificates permitting boys and 
girls under sixteen years of ago -to 
work in tobacco factories in Pennsyl­ 
vania are to be withdrawn by the 
state industrial board. 


This action is taken as a result oi 
studies of such establishments made 
by state inspectors, and 
orders 
to 
carry out tho new rule are being pre­ 
pared at the capitol. 


The eeffct will be that sixteen will 
be the age limit for tobacco workers. 
It is staed that the number of per 
sons who will be affected is compara* 
tively small.

For several 
hours forty men and boys panned tho 
mud in the gutter and proudly exhib­ 
itor the “dust.” 
Kelly staked out a 
twenty acre mining claim, including 
the heart of the city, and two hours 
later the claim was jumped by Jesse 
Childs. 
The local druggist, Bill Nay- 
smith, who made ji hasty nitric acid 
test of the glittering metal, pronounced 
it pure gold. 


Kelly was sweeping-the sidewalk in 
front of the Kelly & Dan* grocery on 
Main street when ho saw bright specks 
the size of pin heads in the mud in tho 
gutter. 
lie hastily got a pie tin and 
panned some of the mud containing 
half a spoonful of the dust. Taking it 
to Nays mi th, he was assured after an 
acid examination it was real gold. 


Kelly then obtained a government 
mining claim blank and filled it out. 
The claim was named the D. & K. 
claim. 
The location was tho regular 
twenty acres * allowed by the govern­ 
ment. 
The filed claim sheet was nail­ 
ed to a two foot board that was placed 
upright between two bricks at the 
edge of the street. 


By tbitf time, however, the report of 
tho strike had gone out, and as Kelly 
went to mark the four corners of his 
claim others began to appear with 
pans of all descriptions. 


Brooms, shovels and all kinds of im­ 
plements for collecting a pile of the 
valuable dirt were pressed into serv­ 
ice. 
Tom Frye and several others ran 
to the fire house and brought out the 
fire hose. When this was turned on to 
sluice the street a number of tho slow­ 
er miners got a bath. Frye obtained a 
bottleful of the.“gold” mixed with the 
black sand and boasted that it con­ 
tained at least $r>00 worth. 


By 2 o'clock tho street had been 
swept as clean as a billiard table, the 
first time it has been washed clean 
since it was laid, it was said. 


Tho metal was pronounced to be 
pyrites of iron, or “fool’s gold,” by 
Streeter Beall of Puyallup after micro­ 
scopic and heated nitric acid tests. 
It 
was admitted by all, however, that it 
looked to be real gold, and being found 
in black sand was an added indication 
In its favor. The sand that fell on the 
streets waa from gravel and sand wag­ 
ons hauling it from a gravel bank near 
tho Stuck river.
